Silver  in  a  Different  Light

We  look  at  silver  by  way  of  rectangles  and  rounds  we  all  know  and  love. 
But,  silver,  as  we  may  not  know  it,  is  used  for  many  other  purposes. 

Read  about  silver  in  a  different  light. 

The  film  coating  on  mirror  backings  is  silver. 

Those  silver  ceramic  lines  fired  into  your  car’s  window  keep  the 
windows  clear  of  frost  and  ice. 

Silver  is  the  metal  of  choice  for  switch  contacts  because  it  does  not 
corrode. 

Every  time  your  start  your  microwave,  dishwasher,  television  set,  and  car 
engine,  silver  contacts  complete  the  electrical  circuit.  The  same  thing 
happens  when  you  tap  the  keys  of  your  computer  keyboard,  adjust  your 
car’s  power  seats  or  release  the  power  truck  lock. 

Silver  kills  bacteria.  Silver  chemicallv  affects  the  cell  membranes  of

bacteria,  causing  them  to  break  down.  Bacteria  do  not  develop  resistance 
to  silver,  as  they  do  to  many  antibiotics. 

Silver  solutions  are  used  in  bum  treatment. 

Silver  gauze  packs  the  wounds  of  patients  during  transpbrt  to  medical 
facilities. 

Silver  has  pure  acoustic  resonance  and  is  preferred  by  musicians  for 
making  high  quality  silver  bells  and  musical  instruments. 

Silver  salts  are  the  basic  image  capture  in  forming  materials  to 
photography.  Every  picture,  medical/dental  x-ray  and  movies  contain 
silver. 

1  was  amazed  and  surprised  to  learn  that  silver  is  valuable  not  only  for  its 
content  in  bars  and  rounds,  but  invaluable  as  well  as  essential  in  our  daily 
use  of  items  we  take  for  granted.

Starr  and  sent  to  Governor  Gray  Davis  for  his  decision  on  as  many  as 
five  final  designs  that  will  be  sent  to  the  U.S.  Mint  as  suggestions  for  the 
2005  California  quarter.  The  six  were  the  top  vote-getters  in  an  online 
poll  that  received  over  two  million  e-ballots! 

The  design  features  John  Muir,  recognized  by  the  California  Historical 
Society  as  “the  Greatest  California"  gazing  upon  the  natural  beauty  of 
Yosemite  Valley,  the  crown  jewel  of  the  U  .S.  National  Park  System 

According  to  Logan  Jenkins  of  the  San  Diego  Union-Tribune,  “So  it 
would  appear  that  the  image  of  Muir  hiking  in  Yosemite  has  sturdy  legs 
down  the  stretch.  Next  to  him,  the  subjects  of  four  of  the  finalists  pale:  a 
miner  panning  for  gold,  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  an  abstract  of  the  sun 
and  ocean"  (www.signonsandieuo.coml.

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^  Finding  Silver  Bars  &  Rounds  on  eBay

There  is  no  real  trick  to  finding  a  list  of  the  hundreds  of  silver  bars  and 
rounds  that  are  listed  daily  on  eBay  once  you  understand  the  search 
engine  that  eBay  has  set  up.  What  1  will  try  to  do  is  walk  you  through 
the  most  common  method  of  search  on  eBay's  vast  web  site. 

Log  on  to  eBay  at  ebay.com  and  you  will  get  their  ‘Home  Page.’  On  the 
left-hand  side  of  the  screen  you  will  see  a  list  of  ‘Categories.’  Scroll 
down  and  click  on  ‘Coins.’ 

When  the  screen  appears  you  will  se  a  second  list  of  ‘Categories.’  Scroll 
down  until  you  see  ‘Silver  Bullion’  which  is  a  way  down  the  list.  Click 
on  ‘Silver  Bullion.’  Now  you're  in  the  silver  section  and  have 
successfully  eliminated  ail  other  categories.  However,  currently  there 
are  6,380  silver  bullion  items  listed.  You  really  haven’t  got  the  time 
check  them  ail  out. 


In  the  upper  left  side  of  your  screen  you  will  see  a  search  box.  It  will  say 
'Basic  Search.'  Below  that  is  a  long  box  with  two  little  boxes  under  it. 
The  upper  little  box  will  say  ‘Only  in  Bullion:  Silver.’  The  box  below  it 
will  say  ‘Titles  and  Descriptions.” 

Click  on  the  long  box  and  type  in ‘Bar.’  DO  NOT  make  it  plural!  If  you 
do,  it  will  limit  your  results.  Next,  click  on  the  first  little  box.  A  small 
check  will  appear.  This  keeps  your  search  in  the  silver  bullion  category. 
Next  click  the  small  box  that  says  ‘Titles  and  Descriptions.’  What 
appears  is  a  solid  list  of  silver  bars  numbering  only  817.  Now  to  find 
silver  rounds,  go  through  the  same  procedure  except  when  you  get  to  the 
point  where  you  entered  bar,  enter  ‘Round.’  Again.  NO  NOT  make  it 
plural.  If  you  do,  that  figure  of  8 1 7  drops  to  492  and  you  will  miss  a 
whole  lot  of  items. 


When  the  items  appear,  just  click  on  the  ones  you  want  to  see  and  use 
your  back  browser  button  to  go  back  to  the  list.  Warning!  If  you  bid  on 
any  of  these  items  be  VERY  careful  of  the  postage  and  handling  charges 
Some  people  want  to  charge  you  $4.00  to  $5.00  plus  insurance  to  send 
you  a  1  oz.  bar  or  round.  This  is  way  out  of  line  since  postage  rates  are 
37  cents  an  ounce.  I  also  recommend  that  you  always  insure  your 
shipment,  as  most  dealers  will  hold  you  responsible  for  any  postal  loss. 


Have  fun  and  I  hope  you  find  the  bars  and  rounds  you  seek. 
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Well,  fellow  members,  I  think 
I  snagged  the  interview'  of  a  life- 
Time,  in  the  silver  art  bar  world 
That  is  Yes,  you  read  the  name 
correctly,  J.  Archie  Kidd,  manu¬ 
facturer  and  publisher  of  The  Holy 
Grail'  For  all  you  new  members 
who  do  not  know  the  reason 
reference  is  made  to  The  Holy 
Grail  (The  Word),  it’s  because 
all  five  silver  art  bar  guide¬ 
books,  including  the  5th 
edition  supplement,  were 
published,  thanks  to  Archie.  It  is 
‘The  Word  ’  I  bet  I  have  your 
reading  attention  now,  right7  So  let’s  read 
all  about  J  Archie  Kidd! 

Archie  was  bom  in  southern  Kentucky,  grew  up  in  eastern  Tennessee,  moved  to 
northern  Kentucky  at  age  15  and  has  lived  there  ever  since.  He  married  in  1961 
and  will  celebrate  his  42nd  anniversary  in  July.  Archie  and  Fannie  have  one  son, 
Stephen,  who  has  a  doctorate  in  music  (symphonic  conducting).  Stephen  tried 
for  several  years  to  get  a  break  that  never  came.  He  is  now  working  at  Alpha 
Printing  and  Publishing  along  with  his  father,  and  will  take  over  a  publication 
they  have  when  Archie  retires.  If  you  wish  to  see  his  publication,  log  on  to 
www.mvbetterliving.net.  Better  Living  magazine  is  a  subsidiary  of  Alpha 
Printing  and  Publishing. 

I  asked  Archie  how  it  all  began  for  him  and  here  is  his  response: 

I  was  a  coin  collector.  I  saw  some  beautiful  pieces  of  silver  on  tables  at 
local  coin  shows.  Silver  Towne  had  Madison  Mint  bars  for  $3.95  each 
or  five  at  $3.50  each.  All  of  a  sudden  I  had  a  drawer-full  of  duplicates 
I  decided  to  run  a  classified  ad  in  Coin  World  and  sell  some  of  them 
To  my  surprise  my  mailbox  was  full  of  orders  day  after  day.  Oh  boy,  I 
thought.  I  could  make  some  extra  cash  if  I  could  buy  and  sell  l 
contacted  Duane  Spellman  at  US  SC  and  placed  my  first  wholesale 
order  for  350  1974  Easter  bars.  Things  moved  on  from  there 

Archie  went  on  to  produce  eight  silver  bars  designed  and  struck  under  The 
Bluegrass  Mint  name,  three  of  which  were  the  start  of  a  state  bar  series  that 
fizzled  out,  mainly  due  to  the  silver  collapse  Archie  is  proud  of  his  Peacock 
(BGM-9)  and  Siamese  Cat  (BGM-10)  bars  and  rightfully  so,  as  they  look 
beautiful  even  from  the  pictures  in  the  5th  edition,  as  I've  not  had  the  privilege  of 
viewing  either  one  personally.  Would  you  believe  the  two  dies  cost  $  1 500  ’ 

“l  started  a  typesetting  and  printing  business  in  1976  and  by  1978  l  had  to  give 
up  one  or  the  other,  having  both  was  too  demanding  1  gave  up  being  a  dealer 
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Since  Archie  "wrote  the  book,”  1  suspected  he  had  plenty  of  exciting  behind-the- 
scene  stories  to  tell  and  asked  if  he  would  share  a  few.  Here’s  his  response: 


Yes,  it  was  exciting  to  work  on  and  publish  the  first  guidebook  in  1975 
Tom  Greathouse  and  1  saw  a  need  for  a  pictorial  guidebook  and  we 
agreed  he  would  supply  information  and  photographs,  and  I  would 
manufacture  the  book.  We  communicated  by  phone  and  the  U  S.  mail. 
To  this  day,  we  have  never  met  face-to-face.  This  project  took  almost 
one  year  Tom  hired  the  photographer  and  I  understand  most  of  the 
photos  were  taken  in  his  yard  They  were  laid  on  a  cloth  and  used 
natural  light  because  bars  are  very  hard  to  photograph.  There  was 
anywhere  from  5  to  20  bars  per  photo  (and  they  show  it).  We  printed 
2000  books  and  they  sold  out  rather  quickly.  Tom  was  an  advisor  on 
the  second  edition.  He  did  not  want  to  be  involved  in  another  one.  The 
third  edition  was  in  1979  with  contributions  from  Tom  Greathouse, 

John  Knox,  Steve  Rood,  Leo  LaBrie,  John  Devine  and  Duane 
Spellman.  We  changed  the  format  and  added  retail  prices.  From  the 
above  men,  a  realistic  price  was  obtained  John  Knox  brought  his 
collection  (along  with  some  bars  only  Steve  Rood  had)  to  my  office 
and  we  set  up  a  2-day  camera  shoot.  From  start  to  finish  was  about  1 5 
months 


In  January  1985  Steve  Rood,  Duane  Spellman,  Bill  Cassin  and  1  met  in 
San  Diego  to  discuss  the  feasibility  of  a  fourth  edition.  Steve  and 
Duane  were  to  supply  information,  proofread  and  research  the  pricing. 
We  agreed  on  a  rarity  scale.  Bill  was  to  help  photograph  bars  and  also 
consult.  I  was  to  manufacture,  print  and  distribute  to  local  dealers. 
Duane  was  the  major  distributor  and  Steve  was  the  editor.  I  warned  all 
involved  that  if  they  had  thin  skin,  they  should  not  be  involved.  There 
are  those  who  will  be  appreciative  and  let  you  know  it  and  there  are 
those  who  will  tear  you  apart  Steve  took  the  brunt  of  criticism  on  the 
4th  edition  primarily  because  of  the  pricing  This  one  took  20  months  to 
publish  Steve  was  anxious  to  do  a  revised  book,  so  we  started  the  fifth 
edition  in  1990  and  released  it  in  1991.  A  supplement  was  published  in 
1993,  which  is  the  last  known  guidebook.  Man-hours  for  the  five 
editions  are  counted  in  thousands  of  hours 


I  asked  Archie  about  the  heydays,  clubs  in  existence  and  key  figures  back  then. 
Here’s  his  response: 


The  1970’s  were  exciting  as  well  as  disappointing  in  some  cases  Bars 
were  coming  out  like  crazy  with  certain  claims  as  to  quantity  and 
errors  Even  the  most  knowledgeable  got  rooked  occasionally.  Major 
players  were  Madison  Mint,  Silver  Towne  started  their  own  series,  and 
USSC  was  big  for  a  while.  Leo  LaBrie  and  John  Devine  were  the  west 
coast  gurus  as  far  as  individuals  were  concerned  Will  Cranford  started 
The  Barkeeper’s  Club  to  weed  out  the  crooks  Most  dealers  included 
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The  Barkeeper’s  logo  in  their  ads.  The  club  fizzled  because  it  was 
accused  of  the  same  thing  it  was  supposed  to  be  monitoring. 

I  asked  Archie  what  his  thoughts  were  on  the  silver  surge  and  fallback  in  1980 
and  what  effect,  if  any,  it  had  on  him  Here’s  his  response: 

The  1980  silver  surge  made  a  lot  of  money  for  some  and  really  hurt 
others,  including  me.  1  still  have  $200  in  silver  dimes,  quarters  and 
halves  I  bought  at  20-to-one  and  held  on  to  for  too  long. 

I  asked  Archie  if  he  know  where  Tom  Greathouse  was  these  days. 

I  have  no  information  on  the  whereabouts  of  Tom  Greathouse.  The  last 
I  knew  he  was  in  Texas.  1  tried  to  locate  him  when  our  convention  was 
in  Dallas,  but  no  luck.  As  you  know,  Tom  produced  some  copyrighted 
materials  and  the  quality  and  low  mintages  are  a  reflection  of  the 
current  prices. 

1  asked  Archie  which  heyday  bars  he  thinks  deserve  more  recognition  than  what 
was  given.  His  response  was: 

CEECO  Mint  was  the  pioneer  in  enameling  and  their  bars  do  not 
demand  the  prices  to  show  the  credit  of  the  producers,  as  they  should 

Thanks  Archie  for  sharing  an  inside  look  at  our  art  bar  hobby  back  in  the  bygone 
days.  It  goes  without  saying,  thank  you  for  the  countless  and  tiring  hours  you 
willingly  invested  in  order  to  produce  those  fantastic  silver  art  bar  guidebooks 
that  we  collectors  vitally  need,  use  and  enjoy  today! 

We  can  also  thank  Archie  and  Alpha  Printing  and  Publishing  for  doing  such  a 
beautiful  job  on  The  Silver  Bugle  that  we  members  receive  bi-monthly

Canada  has  issued  a  .999  fine  silver  dollar  commemorating  the  100'h 
anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  the  world’s  richest  silver  mine  at  Cobalt, 
Ontario  in  1903.  The  new  coin  was  unveiled  on  January  16.  The 
obverse  depicts  the  standard  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and  the 
reverse  depicts  a  fox  in  the  foreground,  typical  mining 
apparatus  of  the  era  in  the  background  and  an  abundant 
silver  vein  flowing  between  them.  The  fox  is  an  important 
element  in  the  legend  surrounding  the  accidental  discovery 
of  the  silver  deposit.  According  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint 
legend  recounts  that  Fred  La  Rose,  a  railway  blacksmith,  tossed  a 
hammer  at  a  pesky  fox  and  struck  a  nearby  rock  to  reveal  a  vein  of 
glittering  silver  in  the  early  fall  of  1903.  Canadian  commemoratives  will 
return  to  the  normal  .925  fine  composition  in  2004.
